In response to the Alaska Supreme Court Decision, Bohimann v. Alaska Construction & Engineering, Inc, the division went through a restructuring of how
workers' compensation claims are handled.

The Department of Labor and Workforce Development, Workers’ Compensation Benefit Guaranty Fund (WCBGF) component of the Workers’ Compensation
RDU has an expenditure authorization shortfall. The component is entirely funded by the Workers’ Compensation Benefit Guaranty Fund (AS 23.30.082)
which is a subaccount of the General Fund. The fund has a $1.1 million balance which is sufficient to support necessary expenditures. What the component
lacks is expenditure authorization to process the benefit payments to injured Alaskan workers who worked for employers who did not have workers’
compensation insurance.

Claims against the fund have risen dramatically from previous years’ levels due mostly to a growing awareness of this relatively new program. As an
example, in FY09 the program paid out $35.7 and in FY10 the program has already paid out $189.3 with more claims pending. Given the current claims
making their way through the adjudications process the program estimates that it will require $400.0 of expenditure authorization for FY10. It only has a total
of $230.0 in expenditure authorization for benefit payments. There is language in the FY10 operating appropriation bill (Sec 12(c), Ch 12, SLA 2009, Pg 72,
Ln 6) to allow the program to increase its authorization to make benefit payments and we intend to submit a revised program requesting an additional $170.0
of benefits expenditure authorization to allow it to process the approximately $400.0 in claims.

The program anticipates that this higher level of claims will continue in future years and that the FY11 authorization as it is currently budgeted will be
insufficient. This request would increase the benefits expenditure authorization by $170.0, from $230.0 to $400.0.

One other item affecting the FY11 budget is that other than the benefit expenditure authorization the program has only $50.0 to support program operating
costs, all of which is in the contractual services line. This amount is intended to support two necessary program costs, legal services and the costs for
claims adjudication. These costs have come in higher than estimated when the budget was prepared, the FY10 adjusting services contract came in at $37.9,
and the RSA with the department of Law came in at $25.0. For FY10 we will use funds from the Workers’ Compensation component to cover the costs, but
for FY11 we need to adjust the authorization level so that the WCBGF can pay its own costs. This increase off $25.0 to the contractual line will cover
current cost levels and to provide a small buffer for any inflationary increases to those costs.

The FY 2010 budget included a proposed change to two Fishermen's Fund positions (PCN's 07-1027 and 07-3028). The positions were Workers'
Compensation Technicians that were going to be reclassified. Upon further review the Division of Personnel determined that there is not another appropriate
job class to place them into.

Part of the original proposal was to change one of the positions to seasonal, however due to a change in how claims are being processed the workload will
no longer have the seasonality it had in the past and will be steady throughout the year. In the past if a claim exceeded $2,000 it was held until the bi-annual
Fishermen's Fund Council meeting where council members approved or denied the claim.

The Division of Labor Standards and Safety has two five month seasonal Investigator positions in the Mechanical Inspection component, one is in Fairbanks
(PCN 07-2076) and the other is in Anchorage (PCN 07-2078). The division has been unable to find a qualified applicant for the position in Fairbanks. And
while they have an incumbent in the Anchorage position, if the position remains as seasonal it is likely that the person will not stay. The other challenge with
having Investigator positions as seasonal employees is that by the time a person is trained, the position ends, and you have to start over with a new
employee the following year.

The other issue that is affecting this situation is that the economic downturn has led to additional contractor licensing problems due to out of work
tradespersons trying to get by with small side jobs. Typically the contractor licensing enforcement activity slows in winter months with the decline of the
construction season, but last year complaints of unlicensed activity continued through the winter. The increased number of complaints has created a
greater need for a full time investigator to provide compliance with licensing of contractors, electrical and mechanical administrators and tradesmen for the
public’s safety.

To address this the five month seasonal position in Fairbanks is being deleted and the 5 month position in Anchorage is being changed to full time. This
change will allow the program to provide the services needed in both communities in a timely and consistent manner for the full year.

The Investigator is funded by Interagency Receipts from the Department of Commerce, Community and Economic Development, Division of Corporations,
Business and Professional Licensing. There is sufficient funding to support the additional two month cost of staffing for a full time employee.

Due to the aging workforce and the lack of
available training opportunities for young Alaskans the construction industry is short 1,000 workers per year. Other industries such as mining,
transportation, energy efficiency and renewable energy require workers with skills similar to the construction industry. Also gasline construction will require
as many as an additional 8,000 workers.
This request will fund the existing Alaska Construction Academies in Ketchikan, Juneau, Kenai, Matanuska-Susitna Borough, Anchorage and Fairbanks.
Replicating the construction academies in six communities in just three years has resulted in significant increases in youth awareness about the career
opportunities in the construction industry and creating employment opportunities for job seekers.
As an example the Anchorage Construction Academy is in the fourth year of steady growth. The other Academies also are in various stages of growth.
The Anchorage school district has provided at least one construction trades class to over 1,000 students and increased the number of students participating
by over 50 percent from the preceding year. Fairbanks in its second year provided training to over sixty adults and placed 50 percent directly into
employment. Furthermore over 30 percent of the participants were women.
Commitments have been made through the Homebuilders Association and apprenticeship programs to select successful completers of the construction
academies for employment and further apprenticeship opportunities which promotes the department's mission to advance opportunities for employment. In
FY 09 the construction academies leveraged nearly $1.5 million in industry and local contributions.

The Alaska Vocational Technical Center (AVTEC) is continually seeking grants as a source of revenue to expand and establish training programs to support
the workforce development needs of Alaska industries. Currently, no one on staff at AVTEC has full time responsibility to write and administer grant
applications, prepare reports, and coordinate the execution of the grant. For FY10, AVTEC failed to receive a federal Perkins Post-Secondary Education
grant of $150.0 due to the lack of a trained grant writer. The review of the grant application submitted identified AVTEC's score on the quality of the
narrative as not sufficient to receive Perkins funding. A full-time Grants Administrator (PCN 07-#014) is required to research, write, and administer grants.
Grants are a source of revenue to cover the cost of programs and to build/remodel training facilities. A trained grant writer/administrator would increase
AVTEC's ability to take advantage of available grant opportunities. If AVTEC had someone to write and administer grant responsibilities, more effective and
successful grant funding of AVTEC would be possible.

This request is to add $83.6 to the AVTEC component by increasing authorization for Receipt Supported Services ($41.8) from tuition, books and tools, room
and board, and other fees and Federal Receipts ($41.8) to hire a Grants Administrator. The receipt supported services funding will support the portion of
the Grant Administrator's costs for grant writing and the federal funding will support the Grant Administrator's costs for grant administration duties.

AVTEC anticipates receiving an additional $3,000.0-$5,000.0 in grants to expand and improve training programs, facilities, and equipment. AVTEC estimates
training up to an additional 50 Alaskans a year with these funds.
